Missouri Crop Progress and Condition 08/24/20
Temperatures last week averaged 72.4 degrees, 3.8 degrees below normal.
Little precipitation was reported across the state. There were 6.8 days
suitable for fieldwork for the week ending August 23, 2020. Topsoil mois-
ture supply was rated 4 percent very short, 31 percent short, 62 percent
adequate, and 3 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supply was rated 3 per-
cent very short, 21 percent short and 76 percent adequate. Corn dough
progressed to 91 percent, even with the 5-year average. Corn dented was
69 percent compared to the 5-year average of 65 percent. Corn mature
progressed to 2 percent compared to the 5-year average of 9 percent. Corn
condition was rated 2 percent very poor, 4 percent poor, 21 percent fair,
55 percent good, and 18 percent excellent.
